On the evening of Wednesday, July 11, 1990, I was called at my heme at 
approximately 9:30 P.M. by the Council's Camping Director, Mr. Jim Gidley.

Mr. Gidley related to roe that at approximately 5:00 P.M. on the evening of 
Wednesday, July 9, 1990, Mr. Randy Joy, Health Officer at Sid Richardson Scout 
Ranch, came to Mr. Gidley with a report that several Scouts frcm Troop 56 had 
cone to him with a report that a leader frcm their unit had been involved in 
inappropriate sexual behavior with one or more of the boys. 

Randy Joy, in his capacity, responded immediately by contacting the Camp 
Director and arranging a meeting between the Camp Director and the boys ac the 
earliest opportunity. 

A group of seven Scouts frcm Troop 56 met with Mr. Gidley at 8:00 P.M. on the 
evening of July 11, 1990 at the Health Office. Mr. Randy Joy, Health Officer, 
was in attendance. Based on the results of the conversation chat tooJc place, 
Mr. Gidley felt that there was reason to take statements frcm the boys (see 
attached), and secondly, contact the Scout Executive, which he did at 9:30 
that evening. 

On Thursday morning, July 12, 1990, I came to my office and did the following. 

1. I called Mr. Jim Harper, who has provided legal advice to the Council in 
such matters. In discussing the situation with Mr. Harper, we determined 
that we should enact the rules and regulations of the Soy Scouts of 
America immediately as they are dictated in the Child Sexual Abuse 
Pamphlet #34-199 . Mr. Harper said he would be present if I should so 
request his involvement in suspending Mr. Chrystie from leadership with 
the Boy Scouts of America pending further investigation of this incident. 
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2. I contacted the Council President, Mr. Bob Nichols, and told him of the 
incident . 

3. 1 contacted Mr. Wayne Taylor of the South Central Region, Boy Scours of 
America and reported the incident to him. 

4. I contacted Debra Duhs, Risk Management, Boy Scouts of America, and told 
her of the information that I had, at which point we discussed the 
counseling provision contained within the process and procedures defined 
within the Child Sexual Abuse Pamphlet. 

5. I contacted Mr. Paul Ernst, Director of Registration/Fulfillment 
Services, Boy Scouts of America, notifying him of this incident. 

I then called Mr. Chrystie and attempted to set an appoint with him regarding 
n a very serious matter as it related to his involvement with the Scouting 
program. " Mr. Chrystie told me that he had no time available, that he felt 
that he would not be able to meet with me. As I pursued the situation with 
him, he told me the first opportunity he would have to meet with me would be 
at 10:00 A.M. on Monday morning, July 16, 1990. I told him that would be 
fine. Further, I informed him that I would request that he have no 
involvement in the programs of the Boy Scouts of America until this meeting 
took place. He agreed to do that. 

I then spoke with Dr. Arthur Digby, the Pastor of the First Christian Church 
of Arlington. In my conversation with Pastor Digby, I told him that serious 
allegations had been put forward as it related to Mr. Bruce Chrystie, the 
Scoutmaster of the troop of that church. Pastor Digby told me that he had 
already had a conversation with Mr. Tony Timmins (an adult who was in camp 
with the boys - Mr. Timmins is not registered as a leader with this unit) the 
previous evening and was well aware of the alleged incident. In our 
conversation, I told Pastor Digby that the obligation of the 3oy Scouts of 
America was to respect and protect the integrity of ail individuals involved. 
Pastor Digby agreed that this was certainly in everyone's best interest and 
felt that he wanted to pursue the same avenue of direction. Pastor Digby told 
me that he had some concern that this incident may only be the tip of the 
iceberg and expressed further concern about the problems potential liability 
to both the Boy Scouts and the Church. I told him that the Boy Scouts of 
America would support the insurance clause covering Sponsoring Institutions, 
and should the situation necessitate, I would be willing to meet with him to 
discuss this in greater detail. We both agreed that at this point it was not 
necessary to pursue it. 

We concluded our conversation by agreeing to work together to do whatever we 
possiJoly could to protect the integrity of all concerned. 

On the morning of July 16, 1990 at 10:00 A.M. , I met with Mr. Chrystie in my 
office. Mr. Jim Harper was in attendance. Mr. Harper was introduced as a 
volunteer member of the Executive Board of the Longhorn Council. In the 
conversation that I had with Mr. Chrystie, I told him that he had been accused 
of inappropriate sexual behavior with young men in his troop at summer camp on 
the evening of July 8th and the morning of July 9, 1990. Further, I told him 
that under the circumstances, without passing any judgment, it was in the best 
interest of the Boy Scouts of America, himself, and the boys involved to 
inrnediateiy suspend him frcm all Scouting activities as process and procedure 
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is governed wit^ijj^Phe rules and regulations of the ^| Scouts of America (sea 
the attached pamphlet J Further, I explained to Mr. Chrystie his right of 
appeal and gave him a refund of his adult registration fee. I also informed 
him that I was obligated to report this incident to the appropriate 
authorities. 



I asked Mr. Chrystie if he had any questions or concern. He then stated 
something to the effect that he apologized for any embarrassment that his 
actions may have caused the Boy Scouts of America. He had enjoyed a long-term 
relationship with us. There being no further conversation, Mr. Chrystie 
departed. 

Approximately two hours later, Mr. Chrystie called me and asked me to whccti I 
was reporting this incident. I told him that I was obligated to report it to 
the Wise County Department of Child Protective Services and the Sheriff's 
Department. 

My next actions were to prepare this report and gather the necessary materials 
for preparation to be forwarded to the authorities concerned with this matter, 
which I am completing.

Arlington man admits 2nd camping trip offense; sentence pending

A former Arlington scoutmaster 
pleaded guilty Monday to fondling a 
13-year-old Scout during a canoe 
trip to Minnesota three years ago. 

The scoutmaster, Bruce Wayne 
Chrystie, faces up to 10 years in 
prison on a single count of fourth- 
degree criminal sexual conduct, 
but under Minnesota guidelines 
will probably receive probation, 
said Lake County, Minn., prosecutor 
Bruce Anderson. 

Mr. Chrystie previously pleaded 
guilty in Texas to another fondling 
offense during a Texas outing at a 
Wise County Scout camp. He subse- 
quently lost his position as an ele- 
mentary school teacher in Fort 
Worth and his post as a scoutmas- 
ter. 

The former Scout leader, who is 
still serving a six-year probation 
sentence in the Wise County case, 
could not be reached Monday for 
comment. Mr. Chrystie's attorney, 
Richard Holmstrom of Duluth, 
Minn., declined to comment Mon- 
day. 

The offense in Minnesota oc- 
curred June 19, 1990, the last night 
of a 10-day canoe trip, Mr. Anderson 
said. Mr. Chrystie and the teen-age 
Scout were members of Troop 56, 
sponsored by the First Christian 
Church of Arlington. 

"During the canoe trip, during a 
night when everything was rainy 
and wet, he had one of the boys in 
the Scout troop in the sleeping bag 
with him and fondled him," Mr. An- 
derson said. 'There was one other 
witness that saw that the two of 
them were in one sleeping bag." 

He said the prosecution was de- 
layed in part because the abuse oc- 
curred at a campsite on the south 
side of Knife Lake near the Cana- 
dian border. 

"The original investigation left 
me where I couldn't prove it hap- 
pened here in America," Mr. Ander- 
son said. "Unless you've been there, 
you can't imagine. You talk about 



Texas having open spaces. The 
lakes and forests and the total lack

Mr. Chrystie will be sentenced 
Thursday, lawyers said. 

Under Minnesota guidelines, Mr. 
Chrystie would have faced tougher 
penalties if his victim had been 12 
or younger, and if there had been 
penetration. 

He still could receive an eight- 
month jail term, but Mr. Anderson 
said he expects nothing more than 
probation because the case is 
treated as a first offense. 

Prosecutors will ask that Mr. 
Chrystie be barred from any activi- 
ties involving anyone under age 18. 

The victim in the Minnesota case 
and his parents — the father was an 
assistant scoutmaster — have 
moved to California and could not 
be reached. 

Their attorney, Chris Jones of 
Dallas, said the boy "is still scarred 
from the situation/' 

He said the family will file a law- 
suit soon after the sentencing be- 
cause "we feel that it's more than 
just Mr. Chrystie who is responsi- 
ble." He declined to say who the 
family would sue, or the amount of 
damages. 

The offense occurred at a "high 
adventure camp" run by the Irving- 
based Boy Scouts of America Na- 
tional Council. 
f A Boy Scouts spokeman said the 
' group does everything possible to 
deter pedophiles, including refer- 
ence checks and interviews. The 
Scouts also have developed training 
programs to help boys, parents and 
Scout leaders prevent potential 
abuse, detect and report it. 

"The problem is there is no air- 
tight way of identifying potential 
child abusers," said Blake Lewis of 
Edelman Inc., a Dallas public rela- 
tions firm retained by the Boy 
Scouts. 

"You can't line up 100 individu- 
als and say we've got these three 
criteria so we can, weed these peo- 



ple out," he said. "It's a situation 
where there is no known profile." 

^ Scouting officials said they do 
not keep statistics on abuse cases, 
but that as soon as allegations are 
made, the accused are removed 
from contact with boys. 

"We have nearly 11,000 adult vol- / 
unteers in our 11-county council, 
and rarely do we have a pedophile 
occur," said Scout executive Terry 
Schwarck of the Fort Worth-based 
Longhorn Council of the Boy 
Scouts, which serves 35,000 youths. 
"We do everything within our 
power to have a safe and happy Boy 
Scout experience with our young- 
sters." 

The fondling offense in Minne- 
sota occurred only weeks before the 
Wise County offense. That offense 
took place on July 9, 1990, at the Sid 
Richardson Scout Reservation on 
Lake Bridgeport. 

According to a Wise County in- 
dictment, Mr. Chrystie was sharing 
a tent with several Troop 56 Scouts 
when he fondled two of them, ages 
11 and 12. 

Three boys reported the incident 
the next day, and scouting officials 
suspended Mr. Chrystie three days 
later. 

In exchange for one guilty plea, 
the charge involving the younger 
boy was dropped. Mr. Chrystie 
received a 60-day jail term and six 
years' probation. 

The offense in Minnesota came 
to light when church parents began 
questioning their children after the 
Wise County fondling. 

The mother of one Troop 56 
Scout, who asked not to be identi- 
fied, said Monday's guilty plea may . 
help members of the First Christian j 
Church of Arlington come to grips! 
with the sad truth that a fellow con- ! 
gregant is a pedophile. 

"As far as I'm concerned, it's not 
the Boy Scouts' fault, it's not the 
church's fault," she said. "It was 
one man's fault, and that was Bruce 
Chrystie."
